Occupies  New  Offices 

The  Board  of  Education  relocated 
its  administrative  office  yesterday 
at  the  nev  Administration  Building. 

The  new  building  was  started  in 
April  after  contracts  were  let  on 
March  25th.  Final  completion  of  the 
building  was  accomplished  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  October  28th. 

The  Administrative  Offices  had  been 
housed  on  a  temporary  basis  for  a 
year  and  a  half  in  the  basement  of 
the  l6th  Ave.  School.  The  offices 
had  been  in  the  old  St.  School 

which  had  been  closed  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes  and  converted  into 
business  offices.  A  fire  of  unde¬ 
termined  origin  destroyed  the  struc¬ 
ture  in  March  of  last  year. 

Funds  for  the  new  structure  were 
received  from  fire  insurance  claims. 
The  contract  awarded  for  the  new  ed¬ 
ifice  was  $60,643.51.  J.  Thomas 
Camlet,  was  the  architect. 


After  the  staffs  of  the  adminis¬ 
trators  are  settled  and  the  school 
board  has  formally  accepted  the  bui¬ 
lding,  an  open  house  inspection  may 
be  arranged,  subject  to  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board  of  Education.  Reloca¬ 
tion  of  the  offices  were  accomplish¬ 
ed  Friday  by  a  local  mover. 

All  local  youth  who  qualify  for 
school  bus  tickets  to  Bergen  Voca¬ 
tional  School  and  other  schools  are 
to  obtain  such  at  the  new  offices  on 
54th  and  Main  Streets.

If  only  to 
remind  us  of  the  basic  problems  faced 
by  the  Pilgrims,  and  their  attempt 
to  settle  in  a  land  where  they  would 
be  able  to  worship  God  as  they  pleased. 
Thanksgiving  Day  serves  a  very  use¬ 
ful  purpose.  In  addition,  we  are 
made  aware  that  what  we  have  and 
what  we  possess  is  after  all,  a  gift 
from  the  Almighty.  In  giving  thanks 
for  the  plenty  that  abounds  in  our 
midst, we  must  at  the  same  time  learn 
to  share  our  good  fortune  with  those 
in  need  here  and  abroad. 

Unfortunately, it  becomes  necessary 
time  after  time  to  remind  us  that  if 
we  abuse  the  natural  resources  that 
God  has  blessed  this  land  with,  and 
misappropriate  the  labor  and  sacri¬ 
fice  that  makes  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment  possible,  we  are  making  no  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  future.  It  is  also 
true  that  only  by  strengthening  the 
moral  fiber  of  our  citizens  will  the 
age-old  dream  of  the  Prophets  attain 
reality  in  our  time.

TO  TATTOO  Ever  since  I  was  a  boy  I  have  been 

OR  NOT  TO _  fascinated  by  tattoos.  What  causes  a 

person  to  want  one  in  the  first  place?  When  tattoo  stud¬ 
ios  or  "parlors"  were  allowed  in  New  York,  I  spent  quite 
a  lot  of  time  gawking  through  the  windows  while  men,  and 
quite  often  women,  underwent  what  must  have  been  a  pain¬ 
ful  ordeal.

In  one  hand  he  held  a  slender  stick,  pointed 
with  a  shork's  tooth,  on  the  upright  end  of  which  he  tap¬ 
ped  with  a  small  hammer-like  piece  of  wood,  thus  punctur¬ 
ing  the  skin,  and  charging  it  with  the  coloring  matter  in 
which  the  instrument  was  dipped."  Marquesans  and  other 
Polynesians  etched  entire  torso. ... .The  Dyaks  of  Borneo 
incise  elaborate  patterns  into  their  legs,  feet,  arms 
and  hands.  Every  little  mark  has  a  meaning  and  confers 
status.  Until  recently, for  example,  lyak  men  could  tat¬ 
too  their  thighs  only  when  they  had  taken  an  enemy's 
head,  according  to  the  National  Geographic  Society.
